NUT NUMBER ONE 


“In Hebrews 12:8 God says, ‘If ye be 
without chastisement, whereof all are 
partakers, then are ye bastards, and not 
sons.’ If God whips Holy Rollers it proves 
they sin (Psa. 89:30-32). If He doesn’t 
whip them it proves they are not God’s 
sons at all. They are either liars (1 John 
1:8) or bastards, according to God's 
Word.” 


Notice the verse above 
gives. “If ye endure chastening, God 
dealeth with you as_ with sons.” The 
Greek and also the A. R. V. reads, “It is 
for chastening that ye endure.” Accord- 
ing to this we learn that the chastise- 
ment spoken of here is not that for one’s 
failure to endure, but rather that which 
is needful to help us endure. If it were 
not for God’s afflictive dealings with His 
children, they would become negligent 
and forgetful. If we endure this type of 
chastisement, then God deals with us as 
SONS. Are you a son or child of God 
if you commit sin? No! John tells us 
that, “Whosoever is born of God doth not 
commit sin,” “neither can the evil one 
touch him” (1 John 3:9; 5:18). If God 
whips you for your sins then He does not 
deal with you as a son, for he that com- 
mitteth sin is of the devil. If ye be with- 
out this form of chastisement then are 
ye bastards, and not sons. V. 8. 

Yes, it is true that Psa. 89:30-32 in- 


the one he 


volves chastisement from the hand of 
God, but this is not the form of chas- 
tisement spoken of in Hebrews. Has God 
visited you with the rod and with stripes 
because you have forsaken His law, 
walked not in His judgments, broken His 
statutes, kept not His commandments, 
transgressed, and committed iniquity? 
This is the chastening spoken of here, not 
as with sons, but sinners. The chastise- 
ment spoken of in Hebrews is the dealings 
of God, not as with sinners, but sons. No 
one but a hypocrite will claim to be a 
child of God and admit that God whips 
him according to Psa. 89:30-32. I am 
sure you see that God has different forms 
of chastisement. 


Mr. refers to 1 Jno. 1:8 to prove 
that we are liars. “If we say we have no 
sin, we deceive ourselves, and the truth 
is not in us.” What does the next verse 
say? “If we CONFESS OUR SINS, he 
is faithful and just to FORGIVE US 
OUR SINS, and to CLEANSE US 
FROM ALL UNRIGHTEOUSNESS.” If 
God cleanses you from ALL  unright- 
eousness can’t you say that you have no 
sin? You absolutely can! Then to whom 
is 1 John 1:8 speaking? The ninth verse 
says it is speaking to the man who has 
not confessed, neither been forgiven, nor 
cleansed. Friend, if the blood of Jesus 
Christ cleanses you from all sin you can

“But the anointing which ye have re- 
ceived of him abideth in you, and ye 
need not that any man teach you: but as 
the same anointing teacheth you of all 
things, and is truth and is no lie, and 
even as it hath taught you, ye shall 
abide in him. And now, little children, 
abide in him; that, when he shall appear, 
we may have confidence, and not be 
ashamed before him at this coming.” 
1 John 2:27, 28. 

Here John is speaking directly to 
“little children,” NOT BIG FOLKS, who 
are leaning on their own understanding. 
He is not speaking unto carnal bur 
Spirit-filled and Spirit-led and anointed 
folks. Now he says, “Abide in him.” That 
speaks clearly that these folks were in 
Him and he told them to abide there.

THE NAME 


To whom does the Church belong? 
Matt. 16:18, “And I say unto thee, That 
thou art Peter, and upon this rock I will 
build my church; and the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it.” 

The rock here spoken of is Christ, as 
Peter is careful to tell us in 1 Peter 2: 
4-9, “To whom coming, as unto a liv- 
ing stone, disallowed indeed of men, but 
chosen of God, and precious, ye also, as 
lively stones, are built up a spiritua! 
house, an holy priesthood, to offer up 
spiritual sacrifice, acceptable to God by 


Jesus Christ. Wherefore also it is con- 
tained in the scripture, Behold, I lay in 
Sion a chief corner stone, elect, precious: 
and he that believeth on him shall not 
be confounded. Unto you therefore which 
believe he is precious: but unto them 
which be disobedient, the stone which 
the builders disallowed, the same is made 
the head of the corner, and a stone of 
stumbling, and a rock of offence, even to 
them which stumble at the word, being 
disobedient: whereunto also they were ap- 
pointed. But ye are a chosen generation, 
a royal priesthood, an holy nation, a pe- 
culiar people; that ye should shew forth 
the praises of him who hath called you 
out of darkness into his marvelous light.” 

What did Paul call the church at 
Ephesus? Acts 20:28, 29, “Take heed 
therefore unto yourselves, and to all the 
flock, over the which the Holy Ghost 
hath made you overseers, to feed the 
church of God, which he hath purchased 
with his own blood. For I know this, 
that after my departing shall grievous 
wolves enter in among you, not sparing 
the flock.” 

To which church did Paul address his 
letters when writing to Corinth? 1 Cor. 
1:2, “Unto the church of God which is 
at Corinth, to them that are sanctified in 
Christ Jesus, called to be saints, with all 
that in every place call upon the name 
of Jesus Christ our Lord, both their’s 
and our’s.” 

What church did he say he persecuted? 
Gal. 1:13, “For ye have heard of my 
conversation in time past in the Jews’ re- 
ligion, how that beyond measure I per- 
secuted the church of God, and wasted 
it.” 1 Cor. 15:9, “For I am the least of 
the apostles, am not meet to be called an 
apostle, because I persecuted the Church 
of God.” 

For whom is the whole family in heav- 
en and earth named? Eph. 3:15, “Of 
whom the whole family in heaven and 
earth is formed.” If we would call things 
by the names the Bible gives them, we 
would not have so much confusion. Every 
child of God that is born again belongs

to this family. 

Which church has no such customs? 1 
Cor. 11:16, “But if any man seem to 
be contentious, we have no such custom, 
neither the churches of God.” This verse 
is concerning women cutting their hair, 
but it refers to the customs or order of 
the Church of God who may have av- 
thority over such questions. 

What church were the elders to take 
care of? 1 Tim. 3:5, ‘For if a man know 
not how to rule his own house, how shall 
he take care of the church of God?” 

What church is to support the truth? 
1 Tim. 3:15, “But if I tarry long, that 
thou mayest know how thou oughtest to 
behave thyself in the house of God, which 
is the church of the living God, the pil- 
lar and ground of the truth.” 

What churches were in Christ in Ju- 
dea? 1 Thess. 2:14, “For ye, brethren, 
became followers of the churches of God 
which in Judaea are in Christ Jesus: for 
ye also have suffered like things of your 
own countrymen, even as they have of 
the Jews.” Here Paul is praising the peo- 
ple at Thessalonica for their faith and 
love. After their conversion they came 
into the Church of God. This also proves 
that the church was a persecuted church. 


What churches did the apostles glory 


in? 2 Thess. 1:4, “So that we ourselves 
glory in you in the churches of God for 
your patience and faith in all your per- 
secutions and tribulations that ye en- 
dure.” Paul said this was a manifestation 
of the righteous judgment of God, that 
ye may be counted worthy for the king- 
dom of God for which ye also suffer. 
This infers that those who came into the 
Church and supported its doctrine were 
worthy of the kingdom. 

In what name did they baptize? Mat. 
28:19, 20, “Go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. Teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have commanded 
you: and, lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world. Amen.” No 
church can be a true church withour 
observing all things that the Bible teaches 
concerning doctrine and good order. 

Is there salvation in any other? Acts 
4:12, “Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby we 
must be saved.” 

What were the disciples first called ar 
Antioch? Acts 11:26, “And when he had 
found him, he brought him unto Anti- 
och. And it came to pass, that a whole 
year they assembled themselves with the 
church, and taught much people.

The Roman Empire Restored 

Earnest students of prophecy have con- 
tended for many years that the old Rom- 
an Empire would be restored in the lat- 
ter times, and that its emperor would be 
the Antichrist foretold in scripture. 

“The Roman Empire is a Grim Reali- 
ty” is the headline of a recent magazine 
article. Its first anniversary was cele- 
brated on May 9. It was a great occasion. 

Il Duce and King Emanuel reviewed 
a great parade. Almost 50,000 troops 
marched in this parade. It is estimated 
that almost 1,000,000 people lined the 
route. 

As Italian influence under Mussolini 
reaches out in all directions, the world 
is looking on to see the outcome. Is Rome 
to be actually restored with all of her 
former power? Will her emperor be the 
Antichrist and rule the world? Is Mus- 
solini preparing the way for the coming 
of the Antichrist or is it possible that he 
himself will be the Antichrist? These are 
questions that are being considered. 

It is said that “Roman Culture”’ is be- 
coming the predominating force in the 
countries of the Near East, Palestine, 
Lebanon, Syria and other neighboring 
countries, also in Egypt and the Sudan. 

Free passage is offered the youths of 
Mediterranean lands to visit Italy. During 
the past three years, thousands have 
availed themselves of this opportunity to 
see the glories of the reviving Roman Em- 
pire, They were provided recreation and 
entertainment, and heard lectures of the 
great development under the wonderful 
guidance of Mussolini, who personally 
welcomed them kindly. They returned 
home crying, “Long live I! Duce.” 

It is reported that Europe is gradually 
becoming Fascist. Portugal, Germany, 
Italy, Greece, and Hungary, are Fascist, 
or under a dictator. And in Austria, 
Spain, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, and Ru- 
mania, oppression and terrorism reign. 
The only states remaining democratic are 
Great Britain, France, Belgium, Switzer- 
land, and Czechoslovakia. 

Much is being said of the plans and as- 
pirations of Mussolini. No one can be 
sure what is in his mind. But he has been 
called the most powerful man in the 
world, the best material for the Anti- 
christ. 

Judging from his actions and some of 
his sayings, it is easy to supposerthat he 
has dreams of world dominion. He is 
quoted as having said, “I would enter 
into alliance this moment with the devil 
himself, with Antichrist, if this would 





give this poor country tranquility.” “If 
the Eternal Father were to say to me, ‘I 
am your friend,’ I would put up my fists 
to Him.” 

A big daily paper recently said, ““Mus- 
solini is the most influential figure in the 
world, the father of New World condi- 
tions. What is happening in Italy in like- 
ly to spread through Europe and perhaps 
much farther. I] Duce is running a 
school for dictators.”

NOTE: Some of you who have sent money to India for the Bible School there 
have requested pictures. It has been hard to get individual pictures to mail each of 
you. We are therefore putting in this week’s paper the above picture of seven of the 
Bible students who are ministers or Bible women and doing a great work. Five 
of them are attending this term of school which your money is going to support. 
Sister Cook gives below an explanation of the above students. 


Picture of some of our Bible women, taken in February, 1937, at Mt. Zion, Cheng- 
annur. I am writing this in May, 1937. 

From left to right: 1. Aleyamma. Came to Bible school in 1936 and was baptized 
in water after coming. Received the baptism of the Holy Spirit during our annual 
convention. Is a good student. Came to us from the Salvation Army and has had 
some opposition. 

2. Mary of Pondanad, one of our newer out-stations, about five miles from head- 
quarters. She was a Jacobite and has gone through persecution from her own people 
but now her mother is saved and wants to follow the Lord in baptism. Mary was 
baptized in water after coming to Bible school last year. She is an earnest Christian. 
Has received Baptism of Holy Ghost. 

8. Thankamma. We have given her over to another Pentecostal mission that.was 
much in need of help. She left just lately. 

4. Esther. Convert from Hinduism about whom we have written. She is on fire for 
God and her messages stir the listeners. She has learned to read since coming to us 
about three years ago (not three years yet) and takes a keen interest in Bible study. 
She cannot write well enough yet to write the examinations but does well orally. 
She is from Noornad where the great persecution is going on from the Hindus. 

5. Mary Sebastian. One who came to us a little over one year ago and is very 
earnest. She was preparing to go to a Roman Catholic convent when she was saved 
and came to us instead. We sent her to the Tamil country near the end of last 
February to work together with Alice and the Lord has been using them there. Mary 
received the baptism of the Holy Spirit while there and also two others received Him 
there about the same time. She is back at headquarters now for this term of Bible 
school. 

6. Sosa. Have written about her before. She is a very bright Bible student and 
very consecrated worker. She has lately been married to another Bible student but 
is to continue in the Lord’s work, in Pondanad where her husband lives. 


7. Alice. One who has had training in our Bible school and is at present working 
in the Tamil country. It is very warm there just at this time of the year but she 


loves the work.

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TESTIMONY FROM INDIA 


I was born in 1919 in Dodbellapur, 
Mysore State, South India, as the first- 
born son to American Pentecostal mis- 
sionaries. When a baby, my parents dedi- 
cated me to the Lord’s service. When I 
was a little boy, of an understandable age, 
they used to speak of how awful it would 
be if Jesus should come while I was un- 
ready to meet Him. This made me do a 
little thinking. I didn’t want to be left 
behind while Mama and Papa went to 
heaven, so I gave my heart to Him at 
the age of seven. After this, I was away 
at boarding school where nothing much 
was ever said to me about my soul, but 
at Christmas time, 1930, my parents 
showed me on the grounds of the Bible 
that I should be baptized in water, and 
also tarry for the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit. I was quite ready to be baptized 
in water, so I was immersed by my 
father at Chengannur, Travancore. Al- 
though I was baptized, I never gave my 
testimony afterwards because I was too 
shy. My excuse, when asked to do so, 
was that it was all very well to testify in 
front of one’s own country-folk, but it 
was quite a different matter to do so in 


the midst of a whole lot of staring na-- 


tives. This refusal brought me in _ for 
trouble later on. 

As I said before, I was willing to be 
baptized in water, but I was not so sure 
about the baptism of the Holy Ghost. Of 
course, I saw from the Bible that it was 
for every believer, but I didn’t want to 
waste time tarrying and making a lot of 
unnecessary noise, as I thought. However, 
the Lord had to remove all these ideas 
from my mind later on. 

In January, 1937, I went to the Sun- 
day School treat at one of our stations te 
give a little talk. After the doings, I ate 
out of dishes which had been used by 
children, sick with measles, as I learned 
later on, when I got sick myself. It was 
not long after this, during our annual 
convention, that I got up one morning 
with aching eyes and a fevered body. 
However, I kept it quiet, because I 
wanted to attend the meetings. Never- 
theless, my mother saw that I was not 
looking the same and questioned me. I 
had to tell her and that meant the whole 
day in bed. In the afternoon, I had a very 
high temperature, but next morning, I 
felt quite all right again. However, the 
day after this, Thursday, I was sick again. 
Fortunately, or unfortunately rather, my 
mother was not at home because she had 
to look after the catering at the camp 
grounds, so I got round my sister who was 
looking” after my brothers and me, and 
got to the meeting place that night, al- 
though I felt rottén and had a tempera- 
ture of 102 degrees. On arrival, I was so 
sick that all I could do was lie down on a

then say you have none and tell the truth 
when you say it, 
NUT NUMBER TWO 

“In 1 Cor. 14:27, 28 God says, ‘If any 
man speak in an unknown tongue, let 
it be by two, or at the most by three, 
and that by course; and let one interpret. 
But if there be no interpreter, let him 
keep silence in the church; and let him 
speak to himself, and to God.’ God here 
enjoins absolute silence upon all who 
claim to speak in tongues in any public 
service unless there is some one there to 
interpret what they say. Not only that, 
but He commands that they speak by 
course or alternate or one after another. 
instead of all talking at once, which 1s 
neither decent nor in order. God enjoins 
also that if there is no interpreter pres- 
ent, the one who speaks in an unknown 
tongue shall do his talking to himself and 
to God.” 

In my attempt to crack this “nut” | 
must say that when any tongue fighter 
turns to the fourteenth chapter of | 
Corinthians to dispute the authenticity 
of tongues, he contradicts himself in his 
own views. How do they know to turn 
to this chapter? Because it is in this chap- 
ter that tongues are spoken of in pa:- 
ticular. All right, if such is spoken of in 
the Bible, there must be such existing, 


therefore the tongue fighter  seriousiy 
contradicts himself. 
Mr. seriously entangles himselt 





again by saying that it is neither decent 
nor in order when more than three peo- 
ple speak in tongues at one service. In 
the first place, if everyone believed like 
he does about it there would be NONE 
speaking in tongues, let alone “three.” In 
the second place, what caused A HUN- 
DRED AND TWENTY to receive it at 
one time if only three or less is in order? 
Acts 1:15;2:1-4. 

Yes, I will admit that an explanation 
must be made or a contradiction will 
seem to appear. The dark qualities of this 
subject are made clear when you under- 
stand and learn the difference in the 
GIFTS OF THE SPIRIT and the MAN- 
IFESTATION OF THE SPIRIT. In the 
fourteenth chapter of 1 Corinthians Paul 
is speaking of tongues as a “gift of the 
Spirit.” In the second chapter of Acts 
the narrative is referring to the “mani- 
festation of the Spirit.” Let us explain 
the difference. 

First, it is just an evident fact that one 
must have the Holy Ghost abiding with- 
in him before he can have a gift from 
the Holy Ghost. 1 Cor. 12:8-11. 

Second, we learn from 1 Cor. 12:7 that 
the “manifestation of the Spirit” is given 
to EVERY MAN to profit WITHAL. 
Then the “gifts of the Spirit” are named 
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(tongues is one of them) and then the 
llth verse says, “But all these (gifts) 
worketh that one and the selfsame 
Spirit, DIVIDING TO EVERY MAN 
SEVERALLY AS HE WILL.” 

Don’t you see the difference? Each and 
every person can have the manifestation 
of the Spirit, but each and every person 
can not have all nine gifts of the Spirit. 
These are “divided.” 

Third, we notice that on the day of 
Pentecost those speaking in tongues did 
so as THE SPIRIT GAVE THEM UT- 
TERANCE. But in 1 Cor. 14 we learn 
that he who has a gift of the Spirit has 
control over it and power to use it at 
will. Vs. 27-32. But how do we know 
Paul is speaking of the gifts in this chap- 
ter? Because he says so in the beginning 
of it. “Follow after charity, and desire 
SPIRITUAL GIFTS.” 

The fourth proof to show a difference 
in the “‘manifestation” and the “‘gifts”’ ot 
the Spirit is the fact that on the day of 
Pentecost the “visitors” understood the 
tongues spoken. But Paul says, ‘For he 
thar speaketh in an unknown tongue 
speaketh not unto men, but unto God: 
FOR NO MAN UNDERSTANDETH 
HIM; howbeit in the spirit he speaketh 
mysteries.” 1 Cor. 14:2. 

I hope this is clearer and _ plainer to 
you now, Mr. . I say this with all 
due respect to you that you might see 
your error. It is one thing to speak in 
tongues as a “manifestation of the 
Spirit” (which does not necessarily de- 
mand an interpreter) and it is another 
thing to speak in tongues as a gift of the 
Spirit” (which involves an interpreter). 

NUT NUMBER THREE 

“Then Paul (vs. 33-38) by the Holy 
Spirit forbids women speaking in the 
churches and. adds_ these significant 
words: ‘If any man think himself to be 
a prophet, or spiritual, (i. e., endowed 
with a spiritual gift), let him acknow!l- 
edge that the things that I write unto 
you are the commandments of the Lord. 
But if any man be ignorant, let him be 
ignorant.’ All who speak in unknown 
tongues and all women who speak in 
mixed assemblies claim to be spiritual, or 
endued with a gift of the Holy Spirit. 
Paul by the Holy Spirit said that if they 
are endued by the Spirit they will recog- 
nize his commands as to SILENCE, both 
by those who speak in tongues and by 
WOMEN WHO SPEAK IN MIXED 
ASSEMBLIES, as God’s commands and 
obey them. If those, who speak in 
tongues and the women who speak in the 
churches and elsewhere to men do not 
recognize Paul’s injunctions of silence as 
God’s commands then let them be ig- 
norant. Rather hard on those who claim 
special enlightenment for God to say 
that they are endowed with special wilful 
ignorance. And it is terribly hard on our 
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good (?) women who will get out of 
their p!aces and speak in mixed assem- 
blies to be placed in a class with Holy 
Rollers as to their ignorance. And yer 
there is where Holy Writ places them.” 

Our opposer referred to 1 Cor. 14:33- 
38 to condemn our women preachers for 
speaking in mixed assemblies. “Let your 
women keep silence in the churches: for 
it is nct permitted unto them to speak; 
but they are commanded to be under 
obedience, as also saith the law. And if 
they will learn anything, let them ask 
their husbands at home: for it is a shame 
for women to speak in the church.” 

All right, if women are to keep abso- 
lute silence in the church then keep them 
out of the choir, don’t let them testify, 
shout, or glorify God with a loud voice. 
“If they will learn anything, let them 
ask their husbands at home.” If this is 
true under all circumstances we should 
insist that all of our girls get married 
immediately, since they can learn noth- 
ing except from their husbands. Some one 
may say, “This meant only those who 
are married.” In answer to that I say, 
“Suppose th: husband is a skeptic, infi- 
del, or some other type of unbeliever?” 
Furthermore, the minister can be no help 
to the women in their spiritual difficul- 


ties. Some one may say, “Oh, it is all. 


right to ask the minister, but wait until 
church is over.” I say in answer to that 
statement that the verse did nor say, 
Ask the minister after church, but “ask 
their husbands at home.” 

Let us turn to the eleventh chapter of 
1 Corinthians. “EVERY MAN PRAY- 
ING OR PROPHESYING, having his 
head covered, dishonoreth his head. But 
EVERY WOMAN THAT PRAYETH 
OR PROPHESIETH with her head un- 
covered dishonoreth her head” (Vs. 4, 5). 

According to this we find that women 
have equal rights with men to pray or 
prophesy providing they do so with their 
heads covered. This epistle was written to 
the CHURCH OF GOD AT COR- 
INTH. (Chapter 1.) In the twelfth 
chapter we find that “prophesy” is one 
of the nine gifts, that it is set in the 
Church for the edification of the same. 
How are women to be a blessing if they 
can not exercise the gift possibly given 
to them? If they are not allowed to 
speak in the Church why was Paul giving 
them admonition governing the same? In 
addition to the above I will refer you to 
Acts 21:8, 9. Here we learn that Philip 
had four virgin daughters (i. e., no hus- 
bands at home) who prophesied. Accord- 
ing to some people’s opinion they would 
have been out of order to prophesy, es- 
pecially before they had gotten married 
and had asked a few questions concern- 
ing their calling. 

Now, let’s return to vs. 33-38. Notice 
that v. 34 says, “But they are com- 
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manded to be under obedience, (A. R. 
V., ‘let them be in subjection’) as also 
saith the law.” 

Yes, it is true that they are not to 
usurp authority over the man but should 
be under subjection. They are not to 
rule, neither interfere with the business 
of the church, but to be obedient. As tar 
as the true worship of God is concerned 
they have the right to pray, prophesy, 
sing, shout and talk in tongues as well 
as men. Jesus brought a “common” sal- 
vation and women can enjoy it along 
with men. Don’t forget this one thing—— 
the women in the church at Corinth 
prayed and prophesied. Women, if God 
calls you to preach obey your calling. 
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me to be a Christian.” Evidently the 
name Christian was used for all those 
who profess to be followers of Christ or 
Agrippa would not have used this expres- 
sion. 

In what name should we glory? 1 
Peter 4:16, “Yet if any man suffer as a 
murderer, or as a thief, or as an evildoer, 
or as a busybody in other men’s matter.” 

Whose name did Christ manifest unto 
the disciples? John 17:6, “I have mani- 
fested thy name unto the men which 
thou gavest me out of the world: thine 
they were, and thou gavest them me; and 
they have kept thy word.” Jesus was al- 
ways free to talk to His disciples and no 
revelation that was given Him was with- 
holden from them. 

In whose name did He keep the disci- 
ples? John 17:12, “While I was with 
them in the world, I kept them in thy 
name: those that thou gavest me I have 
kept, and none of them is lost, but the 
son of perdition; that the scripture might 
be fulfilled.” 

What did He declare and desire in the 
closing of His prayer? John 17:26, “And 
I have declared unto them thy name, and 
will declare it: that the love wherewith 
thou hast loved me may be in them, and 
I in them.” 

Whose name is above every name? Eph. 
1:20-23, “Which he wrought in Christ, 
when he raised him from the dead, and 
set him at his own right hand in the 
heavenly places, far above all principali- 
ty, and power, and might, and domin- 
ion, and every name that is named, not 
only in this world, but also in that which 
is to come.”

bed. My father and a missionary friend 
prayed for me, and next morning I was 
absolutely covered with red spots, the 
sign of that dreaded disease, measles. 
I was hurried home to headquarters 
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that morning, Friday, and put in a dark 
room to save my eyesight. The heat just 
aggravated the fever and made it higher. 
That afternoon, I felt so weak that I 
thought I would breathe my last. 1 
wanted my father, but he was nine miles 
away at the camp ground. The only ones 
at home who knew how to pray were 
my mother and our Indian cook. They 
both rebuked the devil in the name of 
Jesus, and very soon I began to feel bet- 
ter. Right then and there, I told my 
mother that I would testify if I was 
raised up. Praise His mighty name, He 
healed me without a drop of medicine. 
Hallelujah! He is my Healer. I was natu- 
rally run down in body, so this just 
helped the disease to get a grip on me, 
but there is nothing too hard for Jesus. 
When I got out of bed, the devil tried to 
tell me I was not healed, by giving me 
dizzy spells now and then. But hallelu- 
jah, I overcame through HIS mighty 
power, and I went down the very next 
Sunday to our little chapel and gave out 
my little testimony. Praise His name, | 
have had no more sickness since then. 


Now, although I was baptized in 
water and had testified, there was one 
thing lacking, and that was the Holy 
Spirit. As I said above, I wanted the Holy 
Spirit, but I didn’t want it with a lot of 
dancing and shouting, etc. When we came 
to the Hills for the hot season in March, 
1937, we began to have tarrying meet- 
ings in our house for those who wanted 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit.

On May 25 we were praying as usual, 
when I saw a vision of our dear Lord on 
Calvary’s tree, with the blood pouring 
down His side. At once my heart was 
melted and I began to cry. I kept on 
praising Him, and very soon my tonguc 
began to stammer. It was not long after 
that I began to speak out clearly in 
“tongues as the Spirit gave utterance.” 
Oh hallelujah, He has filled me with 
“joy unspeakable and full of glory.” 
When I received, I made such a noise 
that our neighbors just wondered what 
on earth was happening. They are not 
Pentecostal, in fact, are against Pente- 
cost, as the Bible reveals it. However, I 
didn’t care what happened and just went 
on speaking in tongues for nearly two 
hours. I was full of joy. Praise His dea» 
loving name! Hallelujah! 

When on my sick-bed I also conse- 
crated my whole life and talents to the 
Lord’s service as my father did. If the 
Lord should call my father home, I want 
to be able to fill his place to a certain 
extent. Please pray that God may use me 
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as a mighty vessel in His service, in this 
dark land of India. I am naturally very 
shy, and I almost lose my power of 
speech when speaking in public, so please 
also pray that the Lord will give me a 
new tongue and fresh courage for His 
glory.—George R. Cook, Chengannur P.
